Pennsylvania Polities. 
W e s t c h e s t e r (P a .), August 25.— 
The Westchester County Republican 
Convention to-day unanimously nom­ 
inated Washington Townsend for Con­ 
gress from the Seventh District. 
P i t t s b u r g h , August 25.—A large 
number of delegates are arriving for 
the Democratic Convention, which 
meets here to-morrow. The Supreme 
Judgeship is the most important nom­ 
ination, and for it there will be a hard 
tight. Of the candidates, Judge Lud­ 
low of Philadelphia, and Hon. H. Boss 
of Montgomery county, seem to have 
the lead. It is likely that one of them 
will he nominated.

B a t o n R o u g e , 
August 
25.—The 
Congressional Convention has nomi­ 
nated Randall Gibson for the First Dis­ 
trict, William Levy for the Fourth 
District, and B. F. Spencer, Fifth 
District. The State Convention nom­ 
inated J. C. 
Moncourse for State 
Treasurer and adjourned. 
The reso­ 
lutions and platform describe the par­ 
ty as one of white people, embracing 
Democratic, 
Conservative, Reform, 
Liberal and White Men’s parties,with 
all elements opposing the present 
usurpation in Louisiana, which is 
maintained by force, and illegally. 
They claim that the dominant party 
has inflamed the negroes, making the 
unity of the whites a necessity; that 
while recognizing all their constitu­ 
tional rights they protest against en­ 
croachments compelling the social 
equality of the races; that much need­ 
ed reforms can only be ettected by the 
election of whites. They disclaim the 
alleged intention of carrying the elec­ 
tion forcibly; they denounce Governor 
Kellogg as an usurper, and favor the 
payment of the ¡State's 
legitimate 
debts only.

The Prefects of the Departments of 
the South of France, have received 
special instructions from the Minister 
of the Interior to use every effort to 
prevent the sale of arms to Carlista. 
L i s b o n , August 25.—The Govern­ 
ment lias issued orders directiug the 
Spanish Carlist refugees in the coun­ 
try to depart immediately. Conscrip­ 
tion Is being enforced without opposi­ 
tion. 


SAN FRAN CISCO . 


Arrival of Sleiuuem- Stabbing At fray — 
Mining Kxelteineut—UuNb for Ike 
Fair. 
S a n F r a n c i s c o , August 26.—The 
steamer China, from Panama, arrived 
this evening; also, the Senator from 
Los Angeles. 
Ths British ship George Thompson 
made the trip from Melbourne to this 
port in the remarkably good time of 
47 days. 
Tlios. King, in an affray to-day with 
a man named William Troy, stabbed 
the latter through the neck, inflicting 
a dangerous wound. 
He was ar­ 
rested, and Troy was taken to the 
hospital. 
The mining share market to-day 
exhibited a better tone, and most 
kinds went a trifle higher than yester­ 
day. 
The steamer Japan will not sail 
for Hongkong and Yokohama until 
Saturday. 
A company of 250 men has been 
formed at Sioux City to go to mines 
in the Black Hills. 
The steamer Fideliter, which went 
ashore at Pigeon Point, has gone into 
H unter’s Point dry-dock for repairs. 
The jury in tho case of Floyd Bell, 
tried for murder, returned a verdict 
last night of guilty of manslaughter, 
and recommended him to the mercy 
of the Court. 
There was an immense crowd at the 
Fair last night. The attendance dur­ 
ing the day was also large. 


ARIZONA. 


From Prescott —Mining Intelligence. 
P r e s c o t t . August 24.—Tho claim of 
the Starrar brothers on a ledge in Sac- 
aton district, south of the Gila river, 
must he a very rich one, judging by 
the specimen recently brought here, 
which is a piece as large as a billiard 
ball and composed mainly of silver. It 
is the richest piece so far seen by us in 
Arizona. The streak from which it 
was taken is eight inches thick, and 
has yielded at the rate of $15,000 to the 
ton in silver. The ledge averages from 
four and a half to seven feet in thick­ 
ness. A ton of tlie ore will be shipped 
to San Francisco, and this ton ought 
to give a yield to the Starrar brothers 
of $20,000. The owners of this claim 
are among the oldest settlers of Salt 
river valley; good men who deserve 
success. 
Tom Farrell and John Cornish ar­ 
rived in Prescott yesterday from the 
Blue Cañón mining district, forty-five 
miles southwest from here, to purchase 
supplies. Farrell says there are about 
twenty miners in the district, several 
of whom are Mexicans, who are mak­ 
ing from three to ten dollars a day by 
washing gravel which they are pack­ 
ing from a dry gulch to the creek. The 
quartz miners are running arastras 
and sinking on their lodes, which 
promise well. Mr. Farrell recently 
found a new lot of ledges down on the 
Agua Frio. 
The Hassayampa mines are making 
a good showing. The miners have 
now over one hundred tons of pretty 
good ore ready for crushing, which 
work will soon be performed at Fred­ 
erick’s mill.

A Wise Action. 


Some weeks ago the Herald point­ 
ed out the fact that this city was not 
rich in school property, and urged 
the authorities to so far as possible re­ 
pair the error of their predecessors by 
purchasing lots in different portions 
of the city, to be used as occasion re­ 
quired, as sites for new school build­ 
ings. These lots should have been se­ 
cured years ago, when property was 
cheaper than now, and improved by 
setting them about w ith shade and 
ornam ental trees. It was not done, 
but as real estate will never becheaper 
than now anywhere within the city 
limits, it Lad better be attended to 
imm ediately. The importance of this 
m atter is understood by our Aldermen, 
and we are pleased to see th at the 
Council has appointed a committee of 
three to confer with the Board of Edu­ 
cation for the purpose of selecting and 
purchasing 
desirable locations for 
school buildings. As soon as a lot is 
secured it should be enclosed and set 
out with trees, thus preparing and 
beautifying the grounds lor the pur­ 
pose intended. 


Imputation. 


By imputation, if not by direct al­ 
legation, the Evening Expresa charges 
the H e r a l d w ith attacking the en­ 
ergy and intelligence of our Council- 
men. Most certainly we have made 
no such attack. On the contrary, we 
have, on more than one occasion, 
found it necessary to defend the Coun­ 
cil against the unwarranted and un­ 
just attacks of the Express. In our 
rem arks ou the municipal policy of 
the future and of the character of the 
men who should be selected to plan 
and execute the programme best cal­ 
culated to advance the interests of 
Los Angeles, we have indulged in 
no invidious and insinuating remarks 
relative to the required wideness be­ 
tween the eyes which should m ark 
the orthodox Councilman, and we 
have said nothing concerning the non- 
progressiveness of those in official 
position. On the contrary, we know 
that several—perhaps, four or five—of 
the gentlemen who now hold seats in 
the City’s Council, are earnest advo­ 
cates of the progressive policy which 
our far-seeing citizens believe will be 
to the present and future advantage of 
our rapidly growing city. Certainly 
there can be no reasonable objection 
to the continuance of such men in of­ 
ficial position. 
The Express may 
have some personal pique and indi­ 
vidual animosity toward the Mayor 
and Council of this city. 
W ith that 
the H e r a l d has nothing to do. W e 
write for the general good and w ith­ 
out the slightest feeling of a personal 
character. 
We are for Los Angeles 
city and valley, before individual, 
clique or faction. 


The Turners. 


The prevailing idea among those of 
our citizens not German born relative 
to the Turners, it is that is an associa­ 
tion looking wholly to physical devel­ 
opment. 
This is an 
error which 
should be corrected. The purposes of 
the Association so expressed by the 
North American Turnerbund at its 
convention held in Rochester, New 
York, in May last, is to assist its 
members in the harmonious develop­ 
m ent of body and mind. 
The Plat­ 
form says: “ We believe that the diffu­ 
sion of education with the culture of 
morals are the only principles of 
bringing about fundamental reform 
on social, political and religious fields. 
We oppose every attem pt to curtail 
the freedom of conscience and every 
intringent of rights which is inconsis­ 
tent with the greater perfection of our 
free institutions.’’ 
It is the duty of 
Turner Societies to give their mem­ 
bers an opportunity 
of perfecting 
themselves in the English language. 
The Bund is represented in every 
State in the Union, and although its 
members are chiefly of German origin, 
yet no distinction of nationality or 
color is made among applicants. 
In 
order to give expression to the views 
of the Turnerbund on the present po­ 
litical situation and to point out to 
Turners their more im m ediate duty. 
The following resolutions were unan­ 
imously adopted by the convention 
above named: 
This convention Is of th e conviction th a t 
in neither of the present political party or­ 
ganizations reform s are earnestly' and hon­ 
estly advocated; they have m ade them selves 
unw orthy, too, of public conlldence by toler­ 
ating in their m idst sickly excrescences of 
religious and social agitation, and lending 
them selves as tools of fanaticism and cor­ 
ruption. 
This convention, therefore, declares itself in 
favor of a new parly organization, w hich, be­ 
fore all things, will assum e the duty of guard­ 
ing personal liberty, will earnestly oppose 
puollc corruption and advocate tim ely re­ 
forms. 
According to the principles of the Federal 
C onstitution the church is com pletely sepa­ 
rated from the state; the state has, thereiore, 
not the right indirectly to support the church 
id the expense of ail citizens, by exem pting 
its property from taxation; we therefore im ­ 
pose upon all T urner Societies the duty to 
strive by continued and energetic agitation to 
have this exem ption removed. 
We recom m end th a t the T urner Societies 
endeavor to obtain as m uch influence as pos­ 
sible over the public school for the purpose 
only of opposing all influences th at muy en- 
dungertheir non-sectarian character; to sup­ 
port all private schools of liberal tendency 
and establish such in places when* the public 
schools do not m eet Just expectations. 


Is i t a f r e a k of fortune to have a 
m an’s name begin with A or B ? The 
Board of Equalization of Los Angeles 
city have found th at the letters “A” 
and “ B ” represent more than half a 
million dollars’ worth of property. 
Now, unless Fortune has named more 
of her favorites with an A or a B than 
with other letters of the alphabet, this 
city has a property valuation of about 
fifteen million dollars.

l e y’ C r o c k e r lias been elected in his 
stead. 
S t a n f o r d goes to Europe, it 
is said, on a two year’s trip, and will 
see what can be done to place the 
bonds of the Central Pacific on the 
foreign m arket. A t home the substi­ 
tution of C h a r l e y C r o c k e r for I ce­ 


l a n d 
S t a n f o r d will give grow­ 
ing satisfaction. 
lie is less out of 
sym pathy w ith (he people, is more of 
a man among men, and will quietly 
change the tone if not the policy of 
the Company. California will consent 
to the absence of S t a n f o r d and will 
gladly 
welcome 
C r o c k e r to the 
front. 


Sound Temperance Sense. 


It i | enough to say “Boston Congrc- 
gationalist” to name to well-informed 
people the most earnest exponent of 
Puritanic views on the continent. The 
last thing of which any one would ac­ 
cuse this old “H ub” journal is a tend­ 
ency to a laxity of sentim ent on a 
great moral question like that of tem ­ 
perance. 
In years past this staid 
journal, ranking next to the Bible and 
catechism with the Congregational 
Christians of Massachusetts and other 
New England States, has been an un­ 
flinching advocate of the restrictions 
of intemperance by strenuous legal en­ 
actments of the Maine law kind; and 
now, after these years, this journal of 
New England orthodox and strictness 
does not hesitate to say: 
And so on, and on, and—on! W ith 
all the laws for prohibition, and all the 
endeavors of public justice, and the 
public sentim ent to break up the traf­ 
fic in drink; and all the women’s cru­ 
sading, and all that the churches are 
doing, and all that individuals are 
striving to accomplish; still the same 
old, old story repeats itself w ith sad 
experience, and the daily journals 
come, as regularly as ever, laden with 
the grievous records of crime and sui­ 
cide and accidents, all due to one 
cause, and th at cause the bottle! 
Dr. 
Dio Lewis has been in Maine, and 
comes back to tell us that, in his judg­ 
ment, there are more places where in­ 
toxicants can be purchased covertly in 
one of its cities, notwithstanding the 
“Maine Law,” than in any of the 
worst places he could ever hear of in 
the West. 
And so it goes. 
Can 
nothing ever be done about it? 
Must 
the bottle slay forever? 
The thing to be sought, then—first 
midst, last, and all time, and every­ 
where—is to educate our young men 
not to have the taste and thirst for 
stim ulants. 
Lacking that will soon 
am ount to loathing, and add physi­ 
cal distaste to moral distrust, and you 
have built up a manhood which all the 
temptations of the gin shops in the 
world cannot move. And then such a 
man will be safe—so far as this m atter 
goes—anywhere and everywhere. 


A New Electric Contrivance. 


Some m onths ago a story wandered 
across from St. Petersburg th at a fa­ 
mous Russian savant had discovered 
a method for producing electric light 
cheaper than gas-light, oil-light, or 
any other light, and the American 
heart 
was exceedingly 
gladdened 
thereat. Visions of days when there 
should be no more gas bills, and when 
the cremation of careless servant girls 
by kerosene should be a contingency 
unknown in suburban households, 
flitted across the brain of the m ulti­ 
tude, and the anxiety to ascertain 
how long it would be before the 
dawning of the probable millennium 
was intense. 
W eeks and months 
passed, and nothing more was heard 
from the savant or his discovery, and 
people generally began to lAok upon 
the story as a cruel hoax. Now, how­ 
ever, the invention has been tested, 
approved, and is at once to be intro­ 
duced into the Russian Capital. Con­ 
sequently, hope once more “ springs 
eternal in the human breast,” and we 
ca"n go on dream ing of the good time 
coming. 
The invention, if we can judge from 
the brief explanation given, is an ex­ 
ceedingly simple one. A small tube 
of glass, not more than six inches in 
length, is filled w ith a pencil of char­ 
coal; the air is then exhausted, and 
the tube lieremetically sealed. 
A 
moderate current of electricity is then 
passed through the charcoal from an 
ordinary electro-m agnetic machine, 
causing it to glow with a very bril­ 
liant and at the same time a soft 
light. It is stated th at the charcoal 
is not perceptibly consumed by the 
process, but will last for an indefinite 
period of time, and th at the strength 
of the current required is so small 
that two hundred of these lights, at 
a considerable distance apart, may be 
maintained by a single machine. The 
inventor claims that lie cam light the 
whole city of St. Petersburg, both 
street lamps, stores and private resi­ 
dences, by a single fifteen-horse-power 
machine, w ith no greater cost than 
that of running the machine. More­ 
over, all the lamps of the city would 
be lighted at the same moment, and 
private lights would need no atten­ 
tion except shutting off the current 
when desired. 
If this report be even measurably 
true, the world is about to take an­ 
other extraordinary step in the march 
of m aterial progress, and one which 
will result in an immense saving of 
tim e and money to the community at 
large. It will hardly do, however, to 
jum p at once to the conclusion that 
the story is strictly to be depended on. 
W e can wait; and in the meantime, if 
there is anything in it, our own elec­ 
tricians will be sure to get hold of it. 
So im portant an invention would lie 
hardly likely to lie on the shelf long. 
—Boston Globe. 


La Crónica lias received the first of 
a series of letters from its special cor­ 
respondent at the Fair of the Mechan­ 
ics’ Instituté in Ban Francisco. Our 
colleague has an able corps of editors 
and correspondents, and the paper is 
increasing daily in circulation and 
popularity.

Union is in danger. 
You have thus 
had forced upon you the greatest and 
the gravest question that ever can 
come under your consideration. How 
can the Union be preserved? 
But want of space forbids more 
extended extracts from the words of 
the illustrious Senator. 
California then held a large place in 
the gossip of the world; and, at that 
time just admitted to the rights and 
privileges of a state the subject is duly 
commented upon.

A SOUVENIR OF 1850. 


A friend of ours the other day found 
in a pile of rubbish a fugitive copy of 
the Pennsylvania Inquirer and N a­ 
tional Gazette, hearing the date of 
March 7tli, 1850. How the paper was 
treasured up, filed away, perhaps, 
among a lot of musty documents, and 
at last found it way to Los Angeles, 
will never be known. No doubt its 
history is one of interest—could the 
tale he told, it would perhaps make a 
novel story or a chapter in our Na­ 
tional history. 
Twenty - four years 
ago it received its imprint from the 
press, and was sent out to the world as 
the latest news. Then it was a matter 
of interest for a day, and was cast 
aside for the next issue, with Reports 
twenty-four hours later. 
Nearly a 
quarter of a century gone by, and the 
sheet that was once stale is picked up 
in a far-distant corner of the country 
—all of its old interest revived, and 
more. It has grown into the second 
ago of the newspaper, when it becomes 
an indisputable page in the history of 
the country. It is somowhat faded, a 
little quaint in “ make-up,” and hears 
the streaks of time. 
It is also torn 
and tartered by some careless hand, 
hut it speaks out boldly and clearly, 
despite its disadvantages, like the old- 
timer that it is, and its age commands 
our respect. Only twenty-four years, 
and yet what a multitude of events of 
national import have been crowded 
into that time! Those were the days 
when Webster, Clay and Calhoun 
spoke in the Senate, and set an exam­ 
ple for statesmen as long as states 
shall exist. 
The Inquirer reports the memorable 
speech of John C. Calhoun, delivered 
in the United States Senate on the 4th 
of Mareli of that year, and a Wash­ 
ington correspondent thus comments 
upon It: 
“ W a s h i n g t o n , March 4 ,1850.—Mr. 
Calhoun’s speech was read in the Sen­ 
ate to-day, by Mr. Mason, of Virginia. 
We were not disappointed at its con­ 
tents. 
It was not to be supposed that 
the feelings of a lifetime were to be 
suddenly dropped, no matter what the 
interests involved, and we therefore 
find Mr. Calhoun reiterating the same 
views, the same abstractions, as he 
has always done—only that on this 
occasion, as if to add fuel to the llame 
which lie and others assert is spread­ 
ing throughout the South, they were, 
if possible, more violent than ever. 
He is entitled to all the credit due to 
consistency, and having said this, here 
all merit ends. 
His speech, from the commencement 
to the close, was neither more nor less 
than a disunion manifesto. And need 
we say that all his points were founded 
on false and untenable grounds? His 
theory as to the sovereignty of each 
State is as wild as his former Nullifi­ 
cation doctrine. He considers that the 
Federal Union is merely a combina­ 
tion of individual Republics, which 
only delegated their powers to the 
central government during good be­ 
havior; eacli State having the power 
to withdraw from the compact when­ 
ever it sees fit. His theory, in fact, 
makes the national government less 
cohesive than the old confederation, 
rendering more analagous to 
the 
Achain league. Who can believe that 
this is the case ? 
But Mr.Calhoun tells the North that 
upon them rests the responsibility as 
to whether the Union shall continue 
or not. And upon what terms are the 
North, who have the power, to pre­ 
vent those “cords from snapping,” as 
lie terms it? By agreeing that slavery 
shall spread over all the Territories of 
the Union; by forcing public opinion 
to go hack a hundred years, and regard 
slavery as a blessing; by giving the 
South the same numerical representa­ 
tion in the House and the Senate as 
North. Fudge! Much as the people 
of the North love the Union, did their 
continuance under it depend upon 
their adhesion to such absurd, not to 
say degrading conditions, they would 
spurn tiie servile yoke. Fortunately, 
thank God, such a course is not forced 
upon them. Mr. Calhoun does not 
speak the voice of the people of the 
South—no, nor even of the Southern 
representatives now in Washington. 
His speech carries with it no influ­ 
ence. 
Mr. Bell’s resolutions met with much 
favor from Southern members, and we 
believe tiiey will form the basis of a 
compromise. If the South will say 
they are satisfactory to them, we be­ 
lieve the North will not stand in the 
way of a settlement of the question. 
Mr. Webster has decided to address 
the Senate on Thursday, and, it is be­ 
lieved, he will l'avor the compromise 
of the Senator from Tennesse. Mr. 
Clay, also, it is believed, is not opposed 
to it.

We yesterday had a ride ovef the 
Spring and Sixth Street Railroad, for 
the purpose of noting its workings and 
improvements. Many of the property 
holders along the line are already en­ 
gaged in grading the streets in front 
of their premises to make them con­ 
form to the level of the road and track. 
Further improvements will soon he 
made by planking a good portion of 
the road-bed especially tiie curves. 
Another car will soon be placed upon 
the track, thus securing regular de­ 
partures from each end of the line 
every twenty minutes. 
About eight 
thousand passengers wore carried over 
the line last month and the number is 
steadily increasing. 
All of the re­ 
maining unsold shares of stock in the 
road some two hundred in number 
were yesterday taken by two gentle­ 
men, and within a week nearly one- 
half of the entire stock has changed 
hands by way of investment. 
Alto­ 
gether, the road seems to be in a 
flourishing condition. 
Ex-Senator Maclay reports the fol­ 
lowing items of interest to our eve­ 
ning cotcmporary concerning the new 
town of San Fernando: “ He say9 that 
the van of a colony of forty families 
from Santa Cruz, who are removing 
to the ranch, have arrived. This col­ 
ony has secured 15,000 acres of good 
grain land, and will plant the entire 
area in barley next Winter. He also 
leased 8,000 acres to parties who will 
plant the land to grain on shares, he 
to furnish the sacks. A gentleman 
by the name of Sorgy arrived a few 
days ago from Denver, Colorado, and 
has purchased 200 acres, which he will 
sow with barley, and will lease some 
300 acres more, which he will plant to 
wheat. The Senator assures us that 
lie will have every available foot of 
the ranch plowed and planted to grain 
the next season, and that he will not 
wait for the rains, but commence 
plowing in the first of September. He 
believes in thorough plowing, and 
placing the land in condition so that 
it will receive the greatest advantage 
from the rainfall, he it great or small. 
Mr. Maclay says he has offered Mr. 
Carreras the entire olive crop of both 
orchards at the Mission to start his 
olive oil refinery. 
Geo. Smith, a well-known teamster 
of our city, lias just returned from the 
Panamint district, whither lie lias 
taken a load of machinery for the 
new quartz mill building at that 
place. Mr. Sm ith reports tiie district 
in a promising state of activity. The 
quartz mill built by Jacobs & Co. will 
be completed and in operation in a 
few days. A specimen of ore taken from 
a ledge belonging to this firm looks 
very rich, and has, it is claimed, de­ 
posits of pure silver. 
Another ledge 
recently purchased by Senator Jones 
is said to be even richer than this. A 
Mr. Johnson who owns a ledge in the 
district, was offered §11,000 for his 
claim a few days ago, but refused it. 
Mr. Sm ith is enthusiastic in his 
praise of Mr. Jacobs, who, he says, 
paid him an equivalent of six cents 
per pound for his freight by supply­ 
ing provisions, horse - shoeing, etc. 
Messrs. Toarles & Co., at the Borax 
Lake, also favored the freighters with 
provisions and water. 
Mr. Smith 
thinks that our merchants ought to 
patronize our teamsters at home, in­ 
stead of sending goods by rail to Sun 
Fernando. 
M. J. Banks, a notorious character, 
who lias repeatedly been before the 
Courts on charges of murder, arson, 
and like eccentricities, came into the 
city last Monday and got on a ram­ 
page. He went to the house of Peter 
Nieson, ostensibly in searcli of one 
Smith, against whom 
lie 
held a 
grudge, ami while there became so 
demonstrative as to smash up most of 
the furniture in the house anil frighten 
its occupants away in fear of their 
lives. 
Finally 
lie 
tired of 
this 
diversion and went to Smith’s house 
which is a few miles beyond the city 
limits. He did not find his enemy 
there, however, but Mrs. Smith his 
wife, who was lying in bed quite ill. 
After frightening the woman nearly 
into hysterics, lie went on to the next 
house where he found the man for 
whom he was in search. Calling him 
out of the house, the desperado set 
upon his unsuspecting victim, and 
after beating him over the shoulder 
with a shot gun which he carried, 
leveled the piece upon him, and made 
some savage threats against his life. 
Smith finally succeeded in slipping 
away and made liis escape. Such men 
as this Banks, when they cannot get 
justice from a jury, ought to have it 
outside of the Courts in double meas­ 
ure. 
The attempts of the young of Los 
Angeles to establish a literary society 
not having been successful heretofore, 
an effort is now being made to effect 
an organization upon a substantial 
basis. The first meeting for this pur­ 
pose will he held in Lawlor Institute 
building on 
Friday evening. 
The 
room will he well lighted, and a care­ 
ful effort made to insure a pleasant 
evening. Several ladies and gentle­ 
men have promised to assist in provid­ 
ing literary entertainment, and Dr. 
Lucky has kindly consented to pre­ 
side. If a sufficient interest be man­ 
ifested, it is purposed to discard the 
old organization entirely, electing new 
officers and framing a new constitu­ 
tion 
throughout. 
W ith 
the large 
number of persons of literary tastes it 
contains, Los Angeles can easily main­ 
tain a lyceum whose meetings shall 
he considered one of its especially at­ 
tractive features, anil which shall rank 
as one of its permanent institutions. 
If tiie present movement be properly 
sustained, why shall it not he the ini­ 
tial in this direction? A cordial invi­ 
tation is extended to all who feel in­ 
terested, hut especially to the pupils 
of the Higli School and of the various 
other educational institutions of the 
city. As the success of the society in 
the future will perhaps depend much 
upon the first steps taken, it is hoped 
that a large number of workers will 
be present at the first meeting of the 
Los Angeles Lyceum.

Every per­ 
son charged with the performance of any duty 
under the provisions of any law of tills State 
relating to elections, who wilfully neglects or 
refuses to perform it, or who In Ills official ca­ 
pacity knowingly and fraudulently nets ln 
contravention or violation of any of the pro­ 
visions of such laws, is, unless a different 
punishment for such act or omission 1s pre­ 
scribed by this Code, punishable by lino not 
exceeding one thousand dollars, or by Im­ 
prisonment ln the State Prison not exceeding 
live years, or by both. 
Sec. 42. Every person who wilfully causes, 
procures, or allows himself to be registered in 
the Great Register of any county, knowing 
himself not to be entitled to such registration, 
is punishable by a fine not exceeding one 
thousand dollars, or by imprisonment In the 
County Jail or State Prison not exeeedingone 
year, or by both, In all cases where, on the 
trinl of a person charged with any offense un­ 
der the provisions of this section, It appears 
ln evidence that the accused stands registered 
in the Great Register of any county without 
being qualified l'orsuch registration, the Court 
must order such registration tolie canceled. 
Sec. 43. Every person who, after being re­ 
quired by the Board of Judges at any elec­ 
tion, refuses to be sworn, or being sworn, re­ 
fuses to answer any pertinent question pro­ 
pounded by such Board touching the right of 
any other to vote, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Sec. 44. Every person summoned to appear 
nnd testify before any Board of Registration 
who wilfully disobeys such summons, is 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Skc.45. Every person not entitled lovole.who 
fraudulently votes,and every person who votes 
more than once at any election, or know­ 
ingly hands ln two or more tickets folded to­ 
gether, or changes any ballot after the same 
has been deposited in the ballot box, or adds, 
or attempts to add, any ballot to those legally 
polled at. any election, either by fraudulently 
introducing the same Into the ballot box be­ 
fore or after the ballots therein have been 
counted, or adds to or mixes with, or at­ 
tempts to add to or mix with, the ballots law­ 
fully polled, other ballots, while the same are 
being counted or canvassed, or at any other 
time, with Intent to change the result of such 
election; or carries away or destroys, or at­ 
tempts to carry away or destroy, any poll 
list, or ballots, or ballot box for the purpose 
of breaklngup orlnvalidntlngsuch elections, 
or wilfully detains, mutilates or destroys any 
election returns, or in any m anner so inter­ 
feres with the officers holdlngsuch elecllonor 
conducting such canvass, or with the voters 
lawfully exercising their right of voting at 
such election as to prevent such election or 
canvass from being fairly held and law­ 
fully conducted, is guilty of felony. 
Sec. 46. Every person not entitled to vote 
who fraudulently attempts to vote, or who, 
being entitled to vote, attempts to vote more 
than once at any election, Is guilty of a mis­ 
demeanor. 
Sec. 17. Every person who procures, nids, 
assists, counsels or advises another to give or 
offer his vote at any election, knowing the 
person Is not qualified to vote, is guilty ot u 
misdemeanor. 
S e c . 48. Every officer or Clerk of Election 
who aids ln changing or destroying any poll 
list, or in placing any ballots in the ballot 
box, or taking any therefrom, or adds, or at­ 
tempts to add, any ballots to those legally 
polled at sueli election, either by fraudu­ 
lently introducing the same Into the ballot 
box, before or after tlie ballots therein have 
been counted,or adds to or mixes with, or at­ 
tempts to add to or mix with, the ballots poll­ 
ed any other ballots while the same are being 
counted or canvassed, or at any other time, 
with Intent to change the result of such elec­ 
tion, or allow another to do so when ln Ills 
power to prevent It, or carries away or de­ 
stroys, or knowingly allows another to carry 
away or destroy, any poll list, ballot box, or 
ballots lawfully polled, is punishable by im­ 
prisonment in the State Prison for not less 
than two nor more than seven years. 

Every Inspector, Judge or d ork of 
an election, who, previous to putting the 
ballot of an elector in the ballot box, at­ 
tem pts to find out any name on such ballot, 
or who opens, or suffers the folded ballot of 
any elector which has been handed in to bo 
opened or examined previous to putting the 
same Into the ballot box, or wiio marks or 
places any m ark or device on any folded 
ballot with the view to ascertain the name of 
any person for whom the elector has voted, 
or who, witjiout the consent of the elector, 
discloses the name ol any person which such 
Inspector, Judge or Clerk has fraudulently or 
Illegally discovered to have been voted by 
such elector is punishable by fine—not less 
than fifty or more than live hundred dollars. 
Sec. 56. Every person who forges or coun­ 
terfeits returns of an election purporting to 
have been held nt a precinct, town or ward 
where no election was in fact held,or wilfully 
substitutes forged or counterfeit returns for a 
town, precinct or ward where an election was 
actually held, is punishable by imprisonment 
in the State Prison for a term not less than 
two or more than ten years. 
Sec. 51. Every person who wilfully adds tu 
or subtracts from the votes actually cast at 
an election in any returns, or who 
alters such returns, Is punishable by Im­ 
prisonment ln the State Prison for not less 
than one or more than five years. 
Sec. 52. Every person who aids or abets in 
the commission of any of the offenses men­ 
tioned in the four preceding sections, Is pun­ 
ishable by imprisonment in the County Jail 
for the period of six months, or hi the State 
Prison not exceeding two years. 
Sec. 53. Every person who, by force, 
threats, menaces, bribery, or any corrupt 
means, either directly or indirectly, attempts 
to Influence any elector In giving his vote, or 
to deter him from giving the same, or at­ 
tempts by any means whatever to awe, re­ 
strain, hinder or disturb any elector in the 
free exercise of the right of suffrage, or fur­ 
nishes any elector wishing to vote, who can­ 
not read, with a ticket, informing or giving 
such elector to understand that It contains a 
name written or printed thereon different 
from the name which is written or printed 
thereon, or defrauds any elector at any such 
election, by deceiving and causing such elect­ 
or to vote for a different person for any office 
that lie intended or desired to vote for; or 
who, being Inspector, Judge or Clerk of any 
election, while acting as such, induces, or at­ 
tempts to induce, any elector, either by men­ 
ace or reward, or promise thereof, to vote dif­ 
ferently from what such elector intended or 
desired to vote.lieis guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Sec. 54. Every person who, with intent to 
promote the election of himself or any other 
person, either: 
1. Furnishes entertainm ent at his expense 
to an meeting of electors,previous to, ordur- 
Ingany election; 
2. Pays for, procures, or engages to pay for 
any such entertainment; 
3. Furnishes orengagesto pay or del ¡ver any 
money or property for the purpose of procur­ 
ing the attendance of voters at the polls, or for 
the purpose of compensating any person for 
procuring attendance of voters iit the polls, 
except for the conveyance of voters who uru 
sick or Infirm; 
4. Furnishes or engages to deliver any money 
or property for any purpose intended to pro­ 
mote t lie election of any cundidate, except for 
the expenses of holding and conducting pub­ 
lic meetings for the discussion of public ques­ 
tions, and of printing, and circulating ballots, 
handbills and other papers previous to such 
election;—Is guilty ol a misdemeanor. 
Sec. 55. Every person who, being a candi­ 
date at such election, offers or agrees to ap­ 
point or procure the appointment of any par­ 
ticular person to offices as an inducement or 
consideration to any person to vote for, or 
procure or aid in procuring the election of 
such candidate, Is guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Sec. 56. Every person, not being a candi­ 
date, who communicates any otl'er made In 
violation of the last section to uny person .with 
Intent to Induce him to vote for or to procure 
or aid In procuring the election of the candi­ 
date making the offer, is guilty of a misde­ 
meanor. 
Sec. 67. (§84, 85, 80). Every person who 
gives or offers a bribe tonny officer or member 
of any legislative caucus, political conven­ 
tion, committee, prim ary election,or political 
gathering of any kind held for the purpose oi 
nominating candidates for offices of honor, 
trust or profit in tills State, with intent to in­

member of either of the bodies In this section 
mentioned, who receives or offers to receive 
any such bribe, is punishable by lmprlson- 
tnent’ln the Htate Prison not less than one nor 
more than fourteen years. 

Every person who by throats, In­ 
timidations, nr tuilawful violence, wlltully 
hinders or prevents electors from assembling 
in public meeting for the consideration of 
public questions, Is guilty of a misdemeanor. 
S e c . 59. Every person who wilful ly disturbs 
or breaks up nny public meeting of electors or 
others, lawfully being held for the purpose of 
considering public questions, is guilty of a 
misdemeanor. 
S e c . 60. Every person who makes, offers, or 
accepts any bet or wager upon the result of 
any election, or upon tne success or failure of 
nny person or candidate, or upon the number 
of votes to be east either ln the aggregate or 
for nny particular candidate,or upon the vote 
to be east by nny person. Is guilty of a misde­ 
meanor. 
S e c . 61. Every person who wilfully vlolntes 
any of the provisions of the laws ot this state 
relating to elections Is, unless a different pun­ 
ishment for such violation Is prescribed by 
this Code, punishable by a fine not exceeding 
one thousand dollars, or by Imprisonment In 
the State Prison not exceeding five years, or 
both. 
S e c . 62. Every person who prints nny ticket 
not ln conformity with section one thousand 
one hundred ami ninety-one of the Political 
Code, or who circulates orgives toanother any 
ticket, knowing at the time that such ticket 
dons not conform to the provisions of section 
one thousand one hundred and ninety-one of 
the Political Code, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Extracts from Election Law. 
S e c . 1192. No ticket or ballot must, on the 
day of election, lie given or delivered to or re­ 
ceived by any person, except the Inspector,or 
a Judge acting as Inspector, within one hun 
drud feet of the polling place. 
Sec. 1193. No person must, on the day of 
election, fold any ticket or unfold any ballot 
which he Intends to use ln voting, within one 
hundred feet of the polling place. 
S ec . 1194. No person must, on the day 
election, within one hundred feet of the poV 
lng place, exhibit to another, ln any manner 
by which the contents thereof m ay become 
known, any tlekct or ballot which he Intends 
to use in voting. 
S e c . 1195. No person must, on the day of 
election, within one hundred l'eet of the poll­ 
ing place, request another person to exhibitor 
di8elo.se the contents of any ticket or ballot 
whlch>uch other person intends touseln vot­ 
ing.S ec . 1196. No ballot m ust be used nt nn 
election, or circulated on the day of any elec­ 
tion, having any m ark or thing on the hack 
or outside thereof whereby it might be distin­ 
guished from uny other ballot legally used on 
the same day. 
S e c . 1197. No ballot or ticket m ust bo used 
or circulated on the duy of any election hav­ 
ing any mark or thing thereon by or from 
which It can be ascertained what person, or 
what class of persons used or voted It, or at 
what time in the day such ballot was voted or 
used. 
S e c . 1198. Every ticket, when used as a bal­ 
lot, must be folded crosswise from the center, 
and us follows: if twelve Inches long, four 
times; If eighteen Inches long, five tim es,and 
If twenty-four inches long, five times, and 
must be pressed flat. 
Sec. 1199. No ticket m ust be folded lit a 
m anner to indicate its contents when used as 
a ballot. 
And it is further ordered that ten days’ no­ 
tice he given of such election by posting at 
each place of holding such election a copy of 
the foregoing proclamation.
